“executioner,” but admitted that he 
was present when Poole was put to 
death in “‘punishment” for a false 
charge of wife-beating. 

Davis charged that Dean killed 
Poole without the sanction of the 
others in the mob; that Dean was 


an. agent of the. Black Legion “gen- 


eral headquarters” sent out to spy 

on Davis and “perhaps to bump me 

off”; and that Dean “tricked me 

into joining the Black Legion.” 
Only a Corporal. 

Davis said he was a “corporal,” 
not a “Colonel” in the terrorist or- 
ganization, and that “we only took 
Poole out there to talk to him about 
beating his wife and maybe scare 
him out of it.” 

Of the story Dean told from the 
witness stand of the meeting at 
which the members called for 
Poole’s death after Davis had made 
a speech denouncing Poole as a 
wife-beater, Davis said: 

“There was no talk of killing 
Poole, or hanging him. I don’t 
know why Dean said that. but he’s 
as black a liar as ever lived.” 

Davis said he didn’t know that 
Dean and Ervin D. Lee had pistols 
with them when they started with 
Poole on the “one-way ride,” as 
Dean called it. 

“We were passing -the bottle 
around, when we heard shots com- 
ing from the other car,’ Davis said. 
“We ran over and there was Poole 
lying on the ground and Dean 
standing over him, guns in his 
hands. I said: ‘Now, why did you 
shoot him?’ Dean replied: ‘Oh, 
what’s the use of fooling around 
with a —— —— like that.’ Dean 
was just a gun-crazy lunatic.” 

Advises Others to “Tell Truth.” 

Dean said -the co-defendants 
“should start telling the truth.” 

“They lied to me from the begin- 
ning,” he said. “They told me that 
fellow bad beaten his wife. They 
said he? baby might die. Lies, noth- 
ing but lies. 

“I’m sorry for what I did, but it 
won't do any good. I have nothing 
to hide. I told the truth and I’m 
glad I did.”

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Repre- 
sentative William B. Bankhead of 
Alabama today was elected Speak- 
er of the House to succeed the late 
Joseph Wellington Byrns of Ten- 
nessee. 

The Democratic floor leader was 
elevated to the chair shortly after 
House members were called to or- 
der by the clerk, South Trimble. 


Trimble announced a motion to 
name a speaker or speaker pro 
tempore was in order. 

Chairman O’Connor (Dem.), New 
York, of the Rules Committee sub- 
mitted the following resolution: 

“Resolved that the Honorable 
William B. Bankhead, a Represen- 
tative from the State of Alabama, 
be and is hereby elected speaker 
of the House of Representatives. 
Resolved that the President and 
the Senate-be notified of the elec- 
tion of Representative Bankhead 
as speaker. 

Adopted by Voice Vote. 

The resolution was adopted by 
a voice vote. The entire procedure 
consumed less than five minutes. 

A lawyer with 20 years’ experi- 
ence in the House, Bankhead him- 
self recovered only a few months 
ago from a severe illness. 

Bankhead, who had called con- 
ferences of leaders earlier in the 
day to discuss the situation, said 
it was the first time in the history 
of the House that a Speaker had 
died while the House was in ses- 
sion. 

Members of the House stood si- 
lently with bowed heads as Trimble 
told the House it was his “sad and 
painful duty” to announce the sud- 
den and unexpected death of “the 
beloved Speaker Joseph W. Byrns.” 

Applause Is Hushed. 

After his election, Bankhead 
walked down the aisle. There was 
a scattering of applause, quickly 
hushed by “No, Nos,” from _ the 
chamber. 

The oath of office was adminis- 
tered by Representative Sabath 
(Dem.), Illinois, dean of the House. 

Members throughout the chamber 
were visibly affected as the Rev. 
Allen A. Stockdale. in the absence 
of the chaplain, read Tennyson’s 
“Crossing the Bar.” 

The chamber was crowded and 
the galleries well filled. 

Chairman McReynolds (Dem.), 
Tennessee, of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, a close friend of the 
Speaker, offered the official reso- 
lution on his death. 

McReynolds praised the late 
Speaker as “true and loyal to his 
friends.” _ 

“He loved the members of this 
House and they loved him,” Mc- 
Reynolds said. “He always tried 
to be fair with both political 
parties and his influence in this 
House was many times demon- 
strated. 

“He has gone through trying 
times and when history is written 
Joe Byrns will go down as one of 
the truly great Speakers of this 
body. 

“Not only have we lost a friend 
and a Speaker, but he left a position 
in his district which can never be 
filled, and the nation will miss his 
influence and wise advice. 

“He was one of the leading sons 


of Tennessee and the only one in a) 


hundred years to grace the Speak- 
er’s bench. The people of Tennes- 
see mourn his loss.” 

State Funeral Arrangements. 

The House then adopted McRey- 
nolds’ resolution formally express- 
ing “profound sorrow,” and provid- 
ing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of four to make arrange- 
ments for a state funeral in the 
House chamber and for a commit- 
tee of 60 House members to attend 
the funeral in Nashville. 

The new Speaker appointed Rep- 
resentatives O’Connor (Dem.), New 
York; Taylor (Dem.), Colorado; 
McReynolds and Snell (Rep.), New 
York, as the Committee on arrange- 
ments, 

The House ‘then adjourned at 
11:17 a. m., just 17 minutes after 
convening.

STATE FUNERAL IN 
CAPITOL TOMORROW 


Presiding Officer of House 
Was Head of Appropria- 
tions Sub - Committee 


During World War. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—Joseph 
W. Byrns, Speaker of the. House, 
died at 12:15 a. m. today of a heart 
attack followed by a cerebral hem- 
orrhage. A Democrat, 26 years in 
Congress, he represented the Fifth 
Tennessee District. His home was 
in Nashville. He would have been 
67 years old on July 20. 
Apparently in good health yester- 
day afternoon when the House ad- 


journed out of respect for Repre- 
sentative A. Piatt Andrew who died 
at his home in Massachusetts Tues- 
day, the Speaker returned to his 
hotel. At 5:30 p. m. he suffered a 
heart attack. At 11 p. m. he suf- 
fered a cerebral nemorrhage, and 
he died an hour and a quarter later, 
without regaining consciousness. 


Those at Bedside at End. 


At the bedside at the end were 
Dr. E. M. Ellison and Col. Arthur 
M. Whaley of the Ariny Medical 
Corps, the latter a close friend of the 
Speaker, and Dr. George M. Calver, 
the physician of Congress; also 
Representative Sam D. McReynolds 
of Tennessee, Mrs. Byrns and the 
dying man’s two brothers, M. J. 
Byrns of Washington and John 
Byrns of Cincinnati. 

Dr. Calver said an attack of in- 
fluenza several years ago had left 
Mr. Byrns with “a bad heart.” 

A special House committee an- 
nounced today that the state funer- 
al for Speaker Byrns would be held 
in the House Chamber tomorrow 
at noon. Tentative arrangements 
were for Speaker Bankhead and 
Minority Leader Snell to eulogize 
Byrns. At request of Mrs. Byrns a 
short service was planned. 

Representative McReynolds 
(Dem.), Tennessee, member of the 
committee of funeral arrangements, 
said the funeral party would en- 
train at 4:55 p. m, tomorrow over 
the Southern Railroad for Nash- 
ville, Tenn., arriving there at 12:30 
p. m. Saturday. The funeral there 
will be held immediately after ar- 
rival. 

McReynolds’ announcement came 
after he had conferred with Mrs. 
Byrns and Joseph W. Byrns Jr., 
who arrived by plane from Nash- 
vile at 11 a. m. 

McReynolds said the Speaker had 
asked Mrs. Byrns that, in the event 
he died, he wanted the House chap- 
lain, the Rev. James Shera Mont- 
gomery, to go to Nashville to hold 
the funeral.

This was 
changed, it was explained, because 
of the two-day interval in which 
there would be no scheduled plans, 
and it was decided to return to 
Washington immediately after the 
funeral, arriving here about Sunday 
noon. The first speaking stop on 
the President's Western trip is at 
Little. Rock, at 7 p. m. June 10. 

Cabinet members, including Sec- 
retary of State Hull, and others 
called at the hotel, where the 
Speaker died, today to extend their 
sympathies to Mrs. Byrns.

NEW YORK, June 4-—~Taxation 
of undistributed corporate profits 
is “economically unsound,” the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers said in a statement yesterday. 

“The Senate and House tax bills 
are different in context,” the state- 
ment said, “but either would ac- 
complish the objective of further 
upsetting the efforts of private en- 
terprise to accomplish re-employ- 
ment and recovery. 

“This is the third tax bill in three 

years, each presenting basic 
changes in our tax structure. The 
present bills would repeal as in- 
equitable provisions which were 
written into last year’s bill sup- 
posedly to eliminate inequalities. 
Enactment of either draft would 
almost certainly assure another tax 
bill in 1937, leaving industry at 
least 12 more months of  uncer- 
tainty as to the future. 
“At the same time, little effort 
is being made to reach a balanced 
budget by drastic reduction of reg- 
ular Government expenditures. 

“Both the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee and House bills accept the 
principle of taxation of undis- 
tributed profits. Such a principle 
. . . repudiates the policy of in- 
dustrial reinvestment of earnings 
upon which expansion and employ- 
ment have been based for over a 
hundred years, and because it seeks 
to substitute Government judgment 
as to the desirable amount of cor- 
porate reserves for that of direc- 
tors elected by corporation stock- 
holders.”

tions of personal liberty,” presum- 
ably by strikers holding company 
officials as prisoners. 

The union, answering the em- 
ployer’s letter to Premier Sarraut, 
announced they would “unswerving- 
ly” continue factory occupation un- 
til their demands were met. 

The railroad workers’ union warned 

members against listening to 
“agitators,” but asserted its com- 
plete solidarity “with workers who 
are striking in other industries.” 

A statement by the Bank of 
France showed heavy withdrawals 
of gold for the tenth consecutive 
week. During the week ending 
May 29, gold valued at 438,000,000 
francs ($29,054,293) was withdrawn 
from the bank’s vaults, leaving the 
reserve at 57,021,000,000 francs ($3,- 
782,431,000). The withdrawals low- 
ered the percentage of gold cover- 
age on bank notes to 61.01 per cent 
from 62.37 per cent in the previous 
week. 

The bank’s increasingly heavy 
support of the National Treasury 
was shown in the fact that dis- 
counts rose to a value of 19,288,- 
000,000 francs ($1,279,450,000) as 
comparéd to the May 24, 1935, dis- 
count report of 4,794,000,000 francs 
($318,005,000). 

A private bank at Carvin, a 
northern coast mining center, 
ceased payments today with lia- 
bilities estimated at several million 
francs. : 

A flight of capital into British 
pounds was reported by bankers. 
Sterling hit one of the highest*quo- 
tations in many months. At noon, 
the pound was quoted at 76.50 
francs, as compared to 75.80 a week 
ago. Bankers said the intervention 
of the British equalization fund 
had been curtailed to conserve 
funds, since the burden of large 
franc sales had threatened to over- 
burden it. (The franc also slumped 
at London, carrying the American 
dollar down with it.) 


French panking circles reported 
a steady flow of gold to Britain, 
with additional quantities of the 
precious metal earmarked by the 
Bank of France for British banks. 

Financial experts declared the 
strikes, the change of French Gov- 
ernment and the devaluationist 
movement in the Netherlands were 
reacting against all gold currencies. 

Further spread of the strike 
movement into the war industries 
sent 10,000 workers into idleness at 
a Denain ordnance plant. A thou- 
sand miners occupied workings in 
the Anzin coal region, largest in 
the nation. 

L’Humanite, the Communist 
newspaper, estimated there were 
200,000 on strike in the Paris area 
and 200,000 more elsewhere in 
France. 


Policy of Obstruction. 


The right wing of the Chamber

As the St. Louis milk shed pro- 
duces a surplus of milk, the amount 
of a producer’s product for which 
he received the higher Class 1 and 
Class 2 prices depended on con- 
sumption.of bottled milk and 
cream, the surplus being paid for 
by the distributer at the Class 3 
price. 

Producers who had complied with 
requirements of the Health De-

Mayor James T. Crow of East 
St. Louis collapsed at Sportsman’s 
Park during yesterday’s baseball 
game between the Cardinals and 
He was taken to. City

Crow, 56 years old, Mayor since

REALTY BOND 
STUATION CALLED 
VERY DANGEROUS 


Member of Securities Board 
Says ‘“‘Old Crowd” Is 
Getting Control of City 
Property. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—A warn- 
ing that the “old crowd” is obtain- 
ing a monopoly in city real estate 
by squeezing investors out from the 
depression’s wreckage was given 
yesterday by Commissioner William 
O. Douglas of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, 

Douglas, discussing a commission 
report on protective committees for 
holders of defaulted real estate 


bonds, said this situation is “dan- 
gerous, extremely dangerous” to the 
owners of such securities who now 
“trustfully believe the bankrupt 
properties are being independently 
reorganized.” 

Douglas characterized the deba- 
cle which threw some $3,600,000,000 
of real estate bonds into distress 
“as one of the greatest tragedies in 
the history of finance in this coun- 
try, and indicated the commission 
would recommend legislation to 
prevent the “old crowd from again 
exploiting the nation’s investors.” 

The report, sent to Congress yes- 
terday, covered public hearings on 
the question, but mentioned no 
names. 


15 Alleged Practices. 

The commission report com- 
plained of 15 alleged practices in 
the real estate bond field. 

Tahey were: 

(1) “Houses of issue almost in- 
variably appointed themselves fis- 
cal agents. The moneys received 
by them in this capacity were reck- 
lessly handled. At times these 
funds were invested in companies 
in which the houses of issue were 
interested. 

2. “The large earnings from these 
fiscal agency funds were retained 
by the houses of issue themselves, 
neither the bondholders nor the 
mortgagors getting the benefit 
thereof. 

3. “The indenture 
practically never an independent 
and aggressive champion of the 
rights of investors, since he was 
usually an officer, employe or af- 
filiate of the house of issue. 

4. “Houses of issue concealed de- 
faults from the bondholders for 
substantial period of time in order 
to create the impression of stabil- 
ity. 

5. “The exclusive possession of 
the names and addresses of security 
holders gave the houses of issue a 
virtual monopoly in the organiza- 
tion of protective committees and 
in control over the reorganization. 


Monopoly In Committees. 

6. “The monopoly in the forma- 
tion of protective committees pos- 
sessed by the houses of issue was 
utilized to an extent unparalleled in 
other fields of reorganization. Sin- 
gle houses controlled the fate of 
hundreds of issues. 

7. “The control of protective com- 
mittees gave these houses of issue 
protection against claims arising 
from fraud committed by them in 
the issuance and sale of the bonds. 

8. “Control over the _ protective 
committees enabled the houses of 
issue to salvage the interests ac- 
quired as a result of their advances 
to the detriment of bondholders. 

9. “The conflicting positions of 
counsel to bondholders’ committees 
have weakened the effectiveness of 
these committees as representatives 
of bondholders. 

10. “The dispensation of reorgan- 
ization patronage by committee 
members must be controlled in the 
interests of the investors. , 

Inside Information Used. 

11. “Committee members and 
their affiliates have used their in- 
side information for the purpose 
of trading in securities. 

12. “The practice of using voting 
trusts and liquidation trusts is 
placing the control over millions of 
dollars of investments in urban 
property in relatively few hands. 

13. “The voting trusts and liqui- 
dation trusts must be controlled 
lest the next cycle of real estate 
reorganizations take place without 
any supervision or contfol. 

14. “The practice of committee 
members and trustees under voting 
trusts and liquidation trusts in prof- 
iting directly or indirectly from

PHYSICAL EFFICIENCY PEAK 


AT 22, YALE EXPERT SAYS 


Dr. W. R. Miles Testifies for Gov- 
ernment in Railroad Retire- 
ment Litigation. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—An ex- 
pert “gerontologist” — a student of 
the aging process in human beings 
—told the District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court today that the aver- 
age man reaches his peak of phys- 
ical efficiency at 22 and declines 
steadily with every additional-year 
of life. 

Dr. Walter R. Miles, Yale medi- 
cal professor, was called to the 
stand by attorneys defending the 
Government’s railroad retirement 
plan against an injunction suit 
brought by leading railways on 
the ground of unconstitutionality. 
His testimony was intended to prove 
that railroad efficiency would be 
increased by pensioning employes 
over 65. 

Miles said he had studied the 
mental and physical. capacity of 
boys and 1000 aged persons, includ- 
ing wealthy .clubmen, football 
coaches and common laborers. 

In every test, he said, efficiency 
dropped rapidly after subjects 
reached the age of 55, and several 
investigations indicated that mind 
and body began to falter much 
earlier.

Purports to Be 
Signed by Widow, Now 
Dead, of Canadian Who 


Disappeared in 1919.

TORONTO, Ont. June 4—A 
statement purporting to have been 
by the now-dead widow of wealthy 
Ambrose J. Small and relating that 
he was killed and his body dismem- 
bered 17 years ago, was read in 
open court today by an attorney for 
the theater magnate’s sisters. 

“You will be surprised, my dear 
Florence and Gertrude, to learn 
that I am more than any person re- 
sponsible for your brother’s death. 
God forgive me,” said the state- 
ment, as read before Justice A. C. 
Kingstone by Paul Hinds, the attor- 
ney. 

The reading of the statement was 
part of an action by Florence Small, 
one of Small’s sisters, to restrain 
the distribution of Mrs. Small’s $2,- 
000,000 estate. 

Small disappeared mysteriously in 
December of 1919, but his widow 
died only recently. 

Justice Kingstone dismissed the 
injunction suit, subject to an agree- 
ment by the Small executors to re- 
frain from distributing the estate. 
It also was understood the execu- 
tors might take funds to defend, 
pending Surrogate Court proceed- 
ings against the estate. 

Attorney Hinds agreed to the 
Justice’s action. - . 

Murdered, Note Says. 

As read by Hinds, the statement 
was signed by “T. Small” and was 
addressed to Small’s sisters. The 
attorney quoted it as follows: 

“I feel unwell, downhearted and 
lonely. I spend the most of my 
time in prayer and preparing my 
soul for a happy life with God after 
death. 

“I received absolution from our 
Holy ‘Father for the great sin I 
committed on Dec. 2, 1919, but I 
still feel I should not leave this 
world to face my eternal Father 
without telling you what happened 
to your brother. 

“Poor Ambrose was killed on 
Dec. 2, 1919, and I know that a 
part of his body, the trunk, was 
burned in the Rosedale ravine 
dump, and other parts of the body 
were burned in the Grand Opera 
House furnace. You will be sur- 
prised, my dear Florence and Ger- 
trude, to learn that I am more 
than any other person responsible 
for your brother’s death. God for- 
give me. 

“I will not cause any more pain 
to a living soul and that is why I 
will not reveal the names of those 
who are involved in this gruesome 
crime; but I will tell you one thing, 
it cost me plenty to close. their 
mouths. 

Asks for Forgiveness. 

“T am leaving the bulk of your 
brother’s estate to those who are 
doing Christ’s work on earth; they 
will always pray for the repose of 
our souls. 

“IT have told many untruths about 
you and Ambrose in court and I

with the New York huge vice syn- 
dicate. 

Appearing as a witness in Su- 
preme Court, where he and nine 
others are on trial on charges of 
compulsory prostitution, he said he 
had made his living by bootlegging, 
gambling and selling narcotics. 

He testified he knew only one of 
the nine men said by the State to 
be his assistants in the vice racket 
and he never saw any of the wit- 
neses who earlier in the trial 
named him as the leader.

FORMER DEPUTY SHERIFF 
GETS TWO YEARS FOR KILLING 


Manslaughter by Jury at 
Warrensburg, Mo. 
By the Associated Press. 


WARRENSBURG, Mo., June 4.— 
Frank Hughes, former Cass County 
Deputy Sheriff, was convicted by 
a jury yesterday of manslaughter 
in the death of Guy L. George, oil 
company agent at Harrisonville.

T0 REOPEN WAR 
CLAIMS INQUIR 


Board Reverses Decision 
That Accepted Ruling 
Absolving Germany of 
Explosions in U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The 
German-American Mixed Claims 
Commission yesterday reversed a 


1932 decision which let stand a 
Hague decision absolving Germany 
of responsibility for the Black Tom 
and Kingsland munitions disasters. 
The e explosions caused the de- 
struction of war material valued at 
millions. 
Pending an informal meeting of 
the commission to decide its future 
course, official spokesmen for this 
country were reluctant to predict 
exact procedure. The commission's 
decision, however, ordered submis- 
sion of new briefs and arguments. 
The Black Tom Terminals owned 
by the Lehigh Railroad, was de- 
stroyed the night of July 29, 1916, 
along with more than 250 carloads 
of munitions intended for enemies 
of Germany. The Kingsland muni- 
tions assembly plant was wrecked 
Jan. 11, 1917, by fire and explosions 
while work was being done on a 
huge order for the Russian Govern- 
ment. Both disasters preceded 
America’s entrance into the World 
War. American officials have 
charged that paid spies and secret 
agents of the German Government 
were responsible. 

Law Decision at Hague. 
The tribunal in a decision at The 
Hague in 1930 said American claim- 
ants had failed to prove that the 
German Government was responsi- 
ble. 

The 1932 decision, which was re- 
versed, denied the petition of Amer- 
ican claimants to reopen the entire 
case on the basis of “newly discov- 
ered” evidence which the Americans 
contended linked the German Gov- 
ernment with both disasters. 

A second request by American 
claimants to reopen the case was 
made in 1933. This was based on 
the statement that German witness- 
es and officials had “misled” the 
commission by “fraud, collusion and 
suppression” of evidence at the 
previous hearings. 

The unanimous opinion yesterday 
said the commission must conduct 
a hearing on the two reopening pe- 
titions before it decides whether the 
1930 ruling “may be set aside.” 

The decision followed more than 
two weeks of oral argument by 
spokesmen for both countries be- 
fore Chandler P. Anderson, Ameri- 
can Commissioner; Dr. Victor L. F. 
H. Huecking, German Commission- 
er, and Associate Justice Roberts 
of the Supreme Court, who acts as 
umpire. 

Arguments for Rehearing. 

The American claimants have 
stressed three lines of attack on the 
original Hague decision, 

First, they contend that a secret 
message from German agents in 
Mexico to a paymaster in Baltimore, 
Md.—sent in 1917, but not found 
until 1931—establishes that German 
spies caused both disasters. 

Second, they assert that the affi- 
davit made in 1934 by James Lai- 
kin, radical Irish labor leader who 
was in this country and Mexico be- 
fore America’s entrance in the 
World War, links German officials 
and agents wit thhe sabotage. 

Third, they allege secret docu- 
ments obtained from the official 
archives of Austria, confirm the 
charges of American claimants. 

The Americans recalled that Um- 

pire Roberts, in the 1932 ruling, said 
that if the secret message proved 
to be authentic, he could “utterly 
disregard all the new evidence pro- 
duced and still, if I deem this mes- 
Sage genuine, hold Germany respon- 
sible in both the cases.” 
The sabotage cases, involving 153 
claims, alone remain unsettled 
among more than 20,000 that have 
been presented to the commission, 
which has awarded $284,000,000 in 
claims. 


ST, CLAIR COUNTY PHYSICIAN'S 
CLAIM FOR $2100 REJECTED 


Dr. Heely Sought Payment in Ad- 
dition to Salary for Non-Insti- 
tutional Services. 

Robert Tiernan, auditor of St. 
Clair County, refused yesterday to 
approve claims totaling $2184 made 
by Dr. Louis A. Heely of Belleville, 
county physician, for medica] treat- 
ment to non-institutional pauper 
from July 1, 1935, to last May 1. 
The claims were made in addition 
to his salary of $1980 annually. 

The list of claims was for 216 
medical an surgery cases, 112 of 
which were not recommended by 
Supervisors of the poor or health 
authorities, Tiernan said. Included 
in the claims were fees for 66 
visits to one patient and 59 to an- 
other; $25 each for examinations 
of three persons held under charges 
in jail; $25 each for services as 
State witness at the trial of those 
charged; and a fee for treating the 
son of an East St. Louis druggist 
for an injured leg. 


Tiernan’s report disapproving the 
claims was received by the Finance 
Committee and referred to the 
Claims Committee, which will pre- 
sent it to the Board of Supervisors 
for discussion next Monday. 

Dr. Heely said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he considered all the 
claims legitimate. He said State’s 


Attorney Louis P. Zerweck ordered 
the examination of the jail in- 
mates and that the son of the East 
St. Louis druggist was of age and 
had no means of support.

Although its order that beer and 
liquor dealers must be licensed was 
made more than 10 months ago by 
the County Court, members of the 
court and the County Counselor etill 
engage nearly every session in de- 
bate over whether the court may 
employ an excise commissioner or 
a similar agent to enforce the col- 
lection of the license fees. As a 
result, 1110 beer and liquor  li- 
censes have been issued by the 
gtate in St. Louls County and only 
352 by the County Court. 

Figures From Auditor. 

This information, given to the 
County Court recently by County 
Auditor Edwin O. Harper, has 
brought from County Judge Eu- 
gene Tighe renewed demands that 
an excise commissioner be appoint- 
ed 

However, action has been  de- 
ferred by the court from time to 
time, pending an investigation into 
the legality of the appointment. 
County Counsellor John E. Mooney 
insists the court has no power to 
make the appointment, and that it 
is the duty of police and prosecuting 
agencies in the county to enforce 
the law 

Following a verbal opinion by 
Mooney on this topic Monday, Pre- 
siding Judge Thomas H. Thatcher 
directed Harper to present to the 
Prosecuting Attorney's office a list 
of those who are operating without 
county licenses. 

The list was returned by C. Ar- 
thur Anderson, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, with the comment that his of- 
fice would prosecute if affidavits 
weer sworn to againet§ those 
known to be operating without li- 
censes 

“However, if prosecution is start- 
ed in that. way, this office will not 
halt prosecution merely because 
those charged with violation of the 
law have come in and paid up,” he 
said- “This office is not, and does 
not intend to be, a collection agen- 
cy for the County Court. Collection 
of the license fees is a duty of the 
court, and it has the power to ap- 
point agents to do the work.” 

Mooney’s Contentions. 

When Harper informed the court 
{ Anderson's position Wednesday, 
Judge Tighe again urged the ap- 
pointment of an agent to collect the 
fees. Mooney again insisted such 
an appointment was illegal, and 
contended that prosecution and con- 
viction would avail the county noth- 
ing from the revenue ‘standpoint, 
since conviction would remove the 
liquor dealers from the “law-abid- 
ing citizens” classification, in 
which they must be before a license 
can be granted. 

He contended that those operat- 
Ing without a license were violating 
the law, but that they owed the 
county no money because, in his 
opinion, the Court had no power to 
grant a license unless application 
had been made. None of those op- 
erating without licenses have made 
application, he said, and the county 
cannot expect to collect license fees 
from them even though an agent to 
collect them is appointed.

CHAMPAIGN, Ill, June 4.— 
Michigan won the Big Ten Con- 
ference baseball championship yes- 
terday, closing the season by de- 
feating Iowa, 8 to 6 The team 
went through the season winning 
nine games and dropping only one.

The Michigan-Iowa games were 
originally scheduled to be played 
on Friday and Saturday of this 
week, but were moved up. Rain 
on Tuesday caused the game to be 
canceled and it was decided to play 
only one game, the outcome to de- 
cide the conference championship. 
Two other final games were played 
yesterday, a double-header between 
Minnesota and Wisconsin at Mad- 
ison, Minnesota won the first con- 
test, 3 to 0, and Wisconsin an- 
nexed the second game, a seven- 
inning affair, by a 7 to 5 score. 


Lost Only to Illinois. 

Michigan’s lone defeat of the sea- 
son was administered by Illinois, 
second place winners, by a 3 to 2 
count. The Wolverines’ record for 
the conference season follows:

should beat him. He weighs 285 
pounds, more or less, and all he 
has to do is get @ haircut and a 
shave and a good night’s rest and 
he will be ready. 

But unfortunately, the same can- 
not be said for all the rest of the 
Americans. I consider Cornelius 
Johnson of Compton (Cal.) Junior 
College one of those whose chances 
run highest. He is far and away 
the best high jumper in the world, 
an excellent competitor, driven to 
his best when pressed. 

Predicts Seven-Foot Jump. 

I would not be surprised if John- 
son were to jump seven feet out- 
doors this summer. Conditions will 
have to be ideal when he does it. 
He is capable of the feat, however. 
If, on some day that he is feeling 
particularly good, the air is warm 
and calm and the competition is 
strong, Johnson may get over the 
bar at that height. The world’s 
outdoor record held by Walter 
Marty is 6 feet 9% inches, so you 
may judge for yourself what a 
seven-foot jump means. 

Although the United States now 
has the greatest group of milers in 
its history, the 1500-meter race (the 
“Olympic mile”) cannot be consfd- 
ered one of the events in which we 
are probable winners. You cannot 
discount Jack Lovelock of England, 
who will represent his native New 
Zealand in the Olympics, or Luigi 
Beccali, the Olympic champion, 
who demonstrated that he is still 
right by racing the distance in 3:52 
not many months ago, or the fel- 
lows who keep up with them. 

S. C. Wooderson of England has 
beaten Lovelock five times or more, 
once in the English championship 
of 1935. Graham, another Englisn- 
man, defeated Lovelock in a 4:12 
mile this year, and there are three 
others, Reeves, Riddell and Stoth- 
ard, whose ability compares favor- 
ably with his. Germany has a 
promising runner at the distance 
in Schaumberg, who has done 
3:53.4 for 1500 meters.

$34 000,000,000 DEBT’ 
BY JUNE 30 FORECAST 


Treasury Expects Bonus Outs 
lay This Month of $1,- 
700,000,000.

| WASHINGTON, June 


4.—Treas- 
‘ury experts estimated today that 
/at the close of the fiscal year, June 
| 30, the public debt would be a few 
‘millions short of $34,000,000,000. 

They assumed that of 3,500,000 
veterans eligible for the bonus, 
2,500,000 would receive their checks 
and bonds during the last two 
|weeks of June, involving an outlay 
of $1,700,000,000. This would be re- 
flected also in the deficit, but the 
Treasury made no estimate as to 
it.” At the close of business June 
1, it stood at $2,969,000,000. Adding 
the $1,700,000,000 to that figure 
would give $3,600,000,000. This would 
be increased by the amount that 
June expenditures exceed June raw 
enues. 

The public debt on June 1 was 
$31,635,000,000. In reaching the $34,- 
000,000,000 figure for the fiscal year 
the Treasury added, in addition to 
the bonus cost, $1,000,000,000 to be 
borrowed in new cash June 15, and 
$250,000,000 to be borrowed by the 
weekly sale of Treasury bills. The 
whole would add up to $34,586,000,- 
000. From this must be deducted 
an expected $600,000,000 in bonds 
cashed, leaving $33,986,000,000. 

As bonds go out to veterans, the 
transaction is to be charged on the 
| Treasury books in two ways—as a 
cash expenditure and as an in- 
| crease in the public debt. The con- 
version of the bonds into cash will 
be treated as an operation for the 
retirement of that much of the 
public debt, thus canceling one of 
the two entries made when the 
bonds are sent out to the veterans, 

If the debt reaches the figure 
predicted today for June 30, it will 
stand at a peak $5,300,000,000 above 
the $28,700,000,000 point at which 
the fiscal year began. For the 
year thus far, it has increased $2, 
934,000,000.

BEHIND THE BORROWING. ~* 

The United States Treasury has completed the 
largest peacetime financing operation in its his- 
tory. Counting new securities sold for cash and 
conversion issues, a total] of more than two billion 
dollars is involved. Such an offering far over- 
shadows anything that has ever before been at- 
tempted in the way of Government money-raising 
except in time of war. 

The books on the new issues were closed Monday, 
the day they opened; those on the conversion opera- 
tion closed last night. Announcing that more than 
four billions were subscribed for the bonds offered 
for cash and more than $2,500,000,000 for the cash 
notes, Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau yester- 
day described the financing as “a great success” with 
which he “was more than pleased.” These figures, 
so the Treasury head stated, were “rock-bottom.” He 
then went on to explain that they did not include 
padded subscriptions, as the latter, so he said, had 
been weeded out under the new subscription applica- 
tion rules designed specifically to eliminate padding. 

Whether or not padding—the practice of appli- 
cants, particularly dealers in Government securities, 
of entering bids in excess of their wants in the ex- 
pectation that applications would exceed the total 
of the offering—has been eliminated is still a ques- 
tion, notwithstanding Mr. Morgenthau’s assurances. 
It was after the March 2 financing, over-subscribed 
some seven times, that Federal Reserve authorities 
agreed to new rules to control subscriptions. If the 
over-subscription of the March financing was due to 
padding and the over-subscription of the June financ- 
ing, by about the same figure, is bona fide, only one 
conclusion is possible, namely, that Government se- 
curities are seven times as much in demand today 
as they were three months ago. This is incredible. 

Padding, however, is a consideration of relatively 
minor importance. By and large, what counts is 
the effect of the continued wholesale borrowing on 
the national economy. The problem is one which has 
had bankers thinking for some time. The rank and 
file of citizens, whose fortunes are inseparable from 
those of the banks (as the banking crisis of early 
1933 so clearly showed), would do well to think about 
it, too. ; 

Is the Federal Government, to borrow a phrase 
from Dr. H. Parker Willis, professor of banking at 
Columbia University, “using the banks for infla- 
tion”? When the banks steadily increase their hold- 
ings in Government securities, which in turn become 
the basis .for deposit credits on their books, are we 
not inviting an era of credit inflation? 

There are two main schools of thought on the ques- 

tion. One discusses the rising national debt in 
terms of a rising national income and sees nothing 
to worry about. As to the point whether a sudden 
rush of business into the money-borrowing field 
would interfere with the ease of the Government’s 
ability to raise funds, it points out that as business 
improves and becomes a field for new investment, the 
Government’s need for funds, particularly for relief 
purposes, will decline. It argues further that, as far 
as that is concerned, any extension of credit is a 
form of inflation. 
The other school sees the situation in a different 
light. Deposit credits based on Government securi- 
ties may not be legal tender, but checks written 
against them are readily convertible into money, it 
argues. Thus, it contends, the banks in reality are 
permitting themselves to be a vehicle through which 
the Federal Government grinds out “a circulating 
medium which has nothing behind it except the pos- 
sible ability of the Government in the far future to 
tax out of the people a sufficient amount of wealth 
with which to redeem its outstanding indebtedness.” 
The quoted words are from a recent address by 
Dr. Willis, one of the first administrators of the 
Federal Reserve System. 

It is not only because of their bulging deposits 
and the lack of demand for funds generally that 
the banks take up one Government issue after an- 
other. 

In spite of the fact that the banks do not ap- 
prove of the policy in the abstract (Dr. Willis 
says), they feel themselves handicapped or help- 
less in the face of it for a variety of reasons. 
Perhaps the most cogent of them is the fact that 
the Government itself owns preferred stock in 
some 6000 of the present banks, and in a consid- 
erable number of them has a direct agency of 
control, so that boards of directors do not wish 
to do anything that could afford an excuse for 
unfavorable attention on the part of the RFC. 
Another important factor is that the banks are 
already so heavily over-burdened with Govern- 
ment bonds that they recognize the danger of 
any step on their part which would give a shock 
to the bond market. They know that were they 
to do so, they Would merely run the risk of 


corresponding depreciation in their own port- 
folios. 


The “success” of the current financing operation, 
to use Mr. Morgenthau’s word, then does not mean 
that the banks are necessarily convinced of the 
soundness of the administration’s spending policies. 
Neither does it mean that there is not genuine con- 
cern in banking circles over the fact that, with this 
financing, the national debt is now raised above $32,- 
500,000,000, the highest in history. What it does 
mean is that there is a great store of capital which, 
as it were, is on Federal relief, instead of being em- 
ployed in industry and business.

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THE ZIEGENBALG AMENDMENT. 

Alderman Ziegenbalg’s amendment, providing that 
relief money should be spent only for the benefit of 
registered voters, taxpayers or former taxpayers, 
throws a monkey wrench into the administrative 
machinery of the St. Louis Relief Committee. The 
committee has just required applicants to fill out 
an elaborate four-page questionnaire, giving full de- 
tails of their circumstances, but neglected to question 
their records as voters and taxpayers. Now, it be- 
comes necessary to recheck the long list. 

As originally drawn, the Ziegenbalg amendment 
absurdly limited relief payments to taxpayers and 
registered voters. It may as well have limited them 
to persons who own mink coats and 12-cylinder auto- 
mobiles. It was changed to include “former taxpay- 
ers,” but even then, as Chairman Connett points out, 
many relief clients are women, who have never paid 
taxes or voted, and many also are children. “At first 
blush,” says he, “the idea of letting people starve 
because they are not registered voters doesn’t appeal 
to me.” 

Of course, the design of the clumsily worded 
amendment was to prevent other communities in 
Missouri from sending their relief clients here. Many 
complaints have reached the Aldermen that, since 
relief was cut off out-State, April 1, applicants have 
been flocking here. Assuming there is a basis for

these complaints, the matter could better have been

Park, who refused to call the Legislature to 
avert the relief crisis, and who said that, accord- 
ing to his information, relief has ceased to be a State- 
wide problem, is the indirect author of the Ziegen- 
balg amendment. 

MR. HOOVER’S HOUR. 

When Herbert Hoover takes the floor to address 
the Republican convention at Cleveland, he will have 
a national audience. The moment will be packed 
with drama—potentially. If the speaker should rise 
superbly to the occasion, a startling line of history 
may be written. 

June, °36, is only four short calendar years from 
June, °32. Measured in experience,sthe brief period 
is almost an era. Four years ago, public opinion 
turned thumbs down on Herbert Hoover’s career. 
He had accepted the judgment. Defeat was on his 
party’s drums. Defeatism colored the candidate’s 
every utterance. He fought a defensive battle. 

The Hoover of today is a different individuality. 
He speaks a different language. He radiates an ag- 
gressive influence. Conjecture has its explanation. 
A “ghost writer,” whose identity has been popularly 
established, is accredited with having supplied the 
“punch” and wit and staccato of the Hoover speeches. 
Mr. Hoover has pleasantly denied it. He does his 
stuff himself, he has said, ruefully acknowledging 
that every speech was a three-week job. But if the 
friend and associate of many years and far adven- 
tures—-if the accomplished Ben Allen, with a stitch 
here, a tuck there, tightens up a sprawling sentence, 
or smooths the verbiage to the thought, it is, of 
course, quite all right. It is a custom, not only 
widely current, but of ancient vintage, too. 

The Hoover of today is different in manner, in 
appearance, in approach. He is psychologically 
transformed. No longer “melancholy claims him for 
its own.” There is now a genuine gaiety where once 
sepulchral gravity darkened the day. As a critic of 
the Roosevelt administration, he has attained a more 
robust public response. 

How will it be at Cleveland? Bertrand Snell, who 
will have assumed the permanent chairmanship, will 
present the guest. What will be say? The introduc- 
tory classic of American politics was the four words 
of Beveridge as Theodore Roosevelt stepped flash- 
ingly upon the platform of that Progressive tumult in 
Chicago in 1912: “The hour—the man!” There will

‘be no Beveridge at Cleveland and, if there were, 


Herbert Hoover could never have inspired such an 
entrance cue. For all his astonishing recovery, al- 
most reincarnation, Mr. Hoover lacks the spark, the 
“it,” the whatever it is that sets pulses hammering.

LEAVES THE STATES AT SEA. 

From the New York Times. 

HE 5-to-4 decision of the Supreme Court 

declaring the New York minimum wage 
law for women and children’ unconstitu- 
tional is unfortunate in more than one re- 
spect. It was reached by a majority of only 
one, as was the 4to-3 decision of the New 
York Court of Appeals against the act. That 
decision in turn was based on a 5-to-3 deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court 13 years ago. In 
each case, the minimum wage law missed 
validation by the closest possible margin. 

-The New York law was carefully drawn 
and admirably administered. Unlike the 
NRA, it was not rushed through hastily and 
put into effect emotionally, to the accom- 
paniment of parades and noisy “crackdown” 
threats. The minimum wages in the laun- 
dry and in the hotel industries were not 
adopted until after a board had carefully in- 
vestigated the relevant facts. 

The majority decision will leave the states 
at sea regarding how they are to deal with 
the exploitation of women in industry.

AN EDICT OF IMPOTENCE. 

From the Cleveland Press. 
(32. and other states now must abandon 

their efforts to regulate wages paid to 
women and minors. Sweatshop conditions 
and cutthroat competition must reign un- 
checked, because no government, State or 
Federal, has power to curb these evils.

LITTLE SYMPHONY 


IN OUTDOOR CONCERT 


Miss Schuhari, Soloist, and Or- 
chestra Give Musicianly 
Performance.

The Little Symphony began its 
season of Garden Concerts last 
night in the auditorium of the John 
Burroughs School after having 


been forced to deiay its scheduled 
opening for one evening on account 
of the unfavorable weather of late 
Tuesday. The small orchestra un- 
der Max Steindel played a care- 
fully selected program that started 
with Sebastian Bach’s Brandenburg 
Concerto and grew progressively 
lighter up to and through the final 
strains ‘of the “Girls From Baden,” 
a waltz, played as an encore, whose 
name is a sufficient revelation of 
its character. 

An ‘audience of about 800 heard 
the concert and gave every evi- 
dence of being delighted with both 
the music and the setting. More- 
over the audience was as atten- 
tive as it was responsive—this de- 
spite the fact that complete re- 
laxation was made difficult by the 
coolness of the evening. 

Miss Schuhari Plays Well. 

The center of interest for the 
evening was provided by the Mo- 
zart Violin Concerto in G Major 
played by Miss Sadah Schuhari. 
Music performed out of doors has 
its hazards for all performers but 
it makes necessary a particular 
watchfulness on the paft of a string 
soloist, for strings are easily and 
suddenly affected by the weather. 
But Miss Schuhari surmounted all 
hazards, special and regular. Her 
playing was distinguished by its 
poise, its purity and its combina- 
tion of delicate and affecting elo- 
quence within the limits of classic 
formalism: In short, she had an 
authentic Mozart style. 

The first two movements were 
more completely’ satisfying than 
the third, which was affected some- 
what in its precision by Miss Schu- 
hari and Mr. Steindel having dif- 
ferent ideas about the tempo 
differences which were never com- 
pletely resolved. As an encore Miss 
Schuhari broke a precedent by 
NOT playing a Paganini caprice or 
Somebody’s Perpetuum Mobile. In- 
stead she played the Beethoven G 
Major Romance, a short number 
for violin and orchestra. Here as 
in the chief number her tone qual- 
ity and phrasing were of the best 
quality. 

Comely in Tones. 

After the intermission the orches- 
tra gave the “Yellow Princess” 
overture by Saint-Saens and the 
“Divertissement” by Jacques Ibert. 
The latter proved to be an expert 
example of scoring for small en- 
semble. More than that, it was 
musical humor whose point and fla- 
vor did not have to be indicated 
by an elaborate series of program 
notes. The tipsy bridegroom — or 
perhaps it was the bride—the irate 
policeman and the shrill gayety of 
a carnival crowd were all unmis- 
takable. 

The orchestra and Steindel were 
equal to all the demands of the 
music, which were considerable. The 
orchestra, in fact, gave a fine mu- 
sicianly performance’ throughout 
the whole program. 

The next concert in the series will 
be given next Tuesday night. Fran- 
cis Findlay will conduct and the 
program will include numbers by 
Mozart, Schubert, Wagner, Paul 
White and Josepf Strauss. The 
management has announced that 
the acoustical shell, which is being 
made for the theater, will be in 
place by that time.

George A. Nelson, Thomas’ 
Running Mate, Milks Own 
Cows Twice Daily.

MILWAUKEE, Wis. June 4-— 
The Socialisté in their late conven- 
tion at Cleveland wanted a dirt 
farmer as the vice-presidential run- 
ning mate of Norman Thomas, 
again their candidate for Presi- 
dent. They got one—George A. Nel- 
son of Milltown, Wis., who milks his 
own Ayrshire cows every morning 
and every night. 

In addition, Nelson owns the 
largest barn in Polk County. He's 
proud of it. “It's of fireproof con- 
struction, double walled and air 
spaced,” he says. 

Nelson is a dirt farmer, but in 
his 62 years of life he has had a 
large variety of occupational expe- 
riences. He has worked in 38 
states and Canada and struggled 
through the Kiondike gold rush of 
‘97. He also worked on ocean and’ 
river boats before he settled down 
to the soil permanently 35 years 
ago. 
Well Known in Wisconsin. 

While virtually unknown outside 
of Wisconsin until the Daniel Hoan- 
Milwaukee delegation of Socialists 
set him up alongside Thomas at 
Cleveland, Nelson has had a career 
in Wisconsin marked by successes 
and public offices. Two years ago 
as the Socialist candidate for Gov- 
ernor, he polled 60,000 votes—a 
strong showing which possibly could 
have been duplicated only by Mayor 
Hoan himeelf. 

Nelson was born in Polk County. 
He is a Dane, as are most of his 
Milltown neighbors. His seven chil- 
dren are: Laura Engelbert, who 
runs a store at Andrus; Lenore, 
who is a nurse; Elmer, who oper- 
ates a hatchery on the Nelson home- 
stead; Belva, who works in Chi- 
cago; Raymond, who sells automo- 
biles; Donald, who is a canning 
factory foreman, and Bennett, who 
helps his father and his mother, the 
former Christina Larson, a Dane, 
on their 340-acre farm.

He fought in the war between Den- 
mark and Germany and when that 
was over he came to America at 
the time of the Civil War.

He was 
chairman of the important Finance 
Committee, and was Speaker of the

Also, he was a regent of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Control, 
Those offices came to him by vir- 
tue of his loyalty to the old La- 
Follette Republicans who now com- 
prise the Progressive party. He 
did not seek office as a Socialist 
until he ran for Governor, but 
when 18 years. old he had heard 
Kugene Debs speak and in thought 
at least wag of Socialist persua- 
sion. 

For nine years he was president 
of the American Society of Equity, 
& farm organization, and was ac- 
tive in the National Farmers’ Holli- 
day Association. From 1921 to 
1929 he edited the Equity News.

Quick Independence Possible. 


The autonomous movement in 
Fukien was declared to be in a 
vague state but the presence of nu- 
merous Japanese and Formosan 
nationals would make rapid devel- 
opment of the independence move- 
ment possible if Japan decided to 
furnish money for naval protection, 

Declarations in a _ semi-official 
Japanese paper said the situation 
was “more menacing’ than at the 
time of the Boxer rebellion because 
of the known determination of Jap- 
anese military officers to obtain an 
early and decisive solution of prob- 
lems in North China. 

Foreigners were more inclined to 
believe there was a greater chance 
for an ultimate clash between China 
and Japan than a civil war between 
the North and South governments. 

Chinese sources in Tsinanfu, 
Shantung province, said a gang of 
Japanese and Koreans “led by four 
Japanese consular. police” had 
stormed the Tsinanfu railway sta- 
tion, demanding the release of im- 
pounded contraband.

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BONDHOLDERS OF COTTON BELT 
ADVISED TO DECIDE ON CLAIMS 


First Terminal and Unifying Issue 
Clause Specifies Gold Dollars 
or Foreign Equivalent. 

NEW YORK, June 4—The Guar- 
anty Trust Co., trustee under the 
first terminal and unifying bonds 
of the St. Louis-Bouthwestern Rail- 
road Co. urged holders yesterday to 
decide what course of action they 
would take with respect to clauses 
in the bonds entitling payment of 
interest and principal in several 
foreign currencies. 

The bonds call for payment in 
gold dollars or their equivalent in 
Holland guilders, British pound 
sterling, pre-war French francs or 
German marks. 

A foreign holder recently won a 
decision in a Federal court, up- 


holding his contention that the rail- | 


road was liable for payment at the 
guilder rate spgcified in the interest 
coupons. This resulted in a judg- 
ment against the road for $1.69 
for each $1 coupon held, or an 
amount equivalent to the old dollar 
before devaluation. 

The bank said that while it was 
not certain whether those desiring 
to press for payment at the old pre- 
devaluation rate, or its equivalent 
in foreign currencies, would be suc- 
cessful in proving their claims in 
reorganization plans, it was im- 
portant to decide on a definite 
course at an early date.

When muffins are an important 
part of the breakfast routine you 
can never have too many recipes. 
Here is one that requires apples. - 

Apple Muffins. 

Sixteen graham crackers. 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

Two tablespoons melted butter. 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup milk, scalded. 

One egg, well beaten. 

One and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. 

Two cooking apples. 

Cinnamon. 

Roll the crackers into crumbs 
and add the sugar, butter and salt, 


working them together thoroughly. 


Add the milk, egg and finally stir 
in the baking powder. Turn into 
greased muffin pans, filling them 
only two-thirds full. Now lay two 


or three slices of apple on top of 
each muffin and sprinkle with cin- 
namon. Bake in a hot oven (425 
degrees) 20 to 25 minutes. This 
makes a dozen small apple muffins.

Omelets, Souffles or Custards 
Are Easily Prepared and 
Most Tasty, 


With eggs striking a new low 
in market prices it is possible now 


to make them the main attraction 
of a warm weather meal. Eggs 
are tasty and easy to prepare. They 
combine well with other foods and 
can be served in many ways. They 
are rich in vitamin D, organic iron 
and protein. They build up re- 
sistance to germs and help build 
sound teeth. 

Storing eggs is very important if 
you want to keep them free of 
tastes. A fresh unspoiled egg has 
a delicate flavor. Unless stored in 
a cool dry place and away from 
strong flavored foods eggs take on 
a taste and begin to deteriorate. 


Boiled and Fried Eggs. 

To make sure a “soft-boiled” egg 
will have a tefider, milky, jelly-like 
white that combines easily with 
the yolk, don’t boil it at all. In- 
stead, simply plunge the egg in a 
kettle of boiling water (one quart 
of water for six eggs), cover the 
kettle, and lower the heat to keep 
the water at the simmering tem- 
perature of 185 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Then let the eggs stand in the water 
from four to five minutes. For 
“hard-boiled” eggs, keep them sim- 
mering for fiteen to twenty min- 
utes, then cool them quickly in 
cold water. 

For a fried egg that will digest 
easily and well, slip it into a pan 
with a little hot fat, add a few drops 
of water, cover the pan closely, and 
steam over a low fire until the egg 
has a delicate white coating. 

For tenderness, omelets, souffles 
and custards should be cooked at a 
slow steady heat, and served as 
soon as they are cooked, on warm 
dishes. | 

Fluffy Omelet. 

Separate the yolks and whites and 
beat the whites until they are stiff. 
Then beat the yolks, add water or 
another liquid, one tablespoon for 
each egg, and salt to taste. Then 
fold in the beaten whites. Melt 
some butter in a skillet, turn the 
mixture into it, and cook it slowly 
on top of the stove until the omelet 
browns underneath, is well-puffed, 
and begins to.shrink from the sides 
of the pan. Then cook in the oven 
at about 325 degrees Fahrenheit 
until the top is dried slightly. 
Holding the omelet pan by the 
handle with the left hand, make 
two half-inch incisions with a 
knife opposite each other at right

angles to the handle. Place the 
knife under the part of the omelet 
nearest the handle, tip the pan to 
a nearly vertical position, and care- 
fully fold the omelet without break- 
ing it. For variety, add chopped 
left-over meat or fish to the mix- 
ture before it is cooked; or put it, 
or jelly, on the top of the omelet 
before folding. 
Ham and Spinach Souffle. 

Soak some stale bread crumbs 
until they are soft in enough milk 
to cover them, then drain. To one 
and one-half cups of soaked bread, 
add three tablespoons of butter and 
cook the mixture until it is pasty. 
Add one cup of cooked chopped 
spinach, three-fourths cup of diced 
cooked ham, two tablespoons of 
fine-chopped onion, three egg yolks 
beaten until lemon-colored, salt and 
pepper to taste, and mix well. Fold 
in three stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Turn the mixture into a pan lined 
with buttered paper, cover it, set it 
in a pan of hot water and cook in 
the oven at about 325 degrees 
Fahrenheit until the souffle is firm, 
about one hour. Serve it with a hot 
white sauce. _ 

Baked Custards. 

For each custard, beat one egg, 
add one tablespoon of sugar and 
salt to taste. Beat only enough to 
break up the white, add one cup of 
milk, mix well, then pour the mix- 
ture into a buttered baking dish. 
Set the dish in a pan of hot water 
and cook in the oven at from 300 to 
325 degrees Fahrenheit until the 
custard is firm, about 45 to 60 min- 
utes. To find out if it is done, in- 
sert a thin knife blade into the cen- 
ter of the custard. If the knife 
comes out clean, the custard is 
ready. If desired, serve custards 
with fruit preserves or with whipped 
cream. 


WALNUT HONEY CAKE 


One cup butter 

Two cups flour 

One teaspoon baking powder 

One-half cup strong coffee 

One teaspoon vanilla 

One-half teaspoon salt 

One cup honey 

One and one-half cups chopped 
walnuts. 

Sift flour, baking powder and 
salt together three or four times. 
Cut one-half cup butter into the 
flour with the edge of a spoon or 
knife. Mix vanilla with coffee and 
add to the flour, slowly cutting it in 
with the edge of a spoon, working 
the mixture into a dough, then toss 
on the floured dough board and 
knead until smooth. Roll out to the 
thickness of pie crust and cut into 
pieces of uniform size, round or 
square. Place one piece on a but- 
tered baking sheet or pan, brush 
with creamed butter. Sprinkle with 
nuts and brown sugar, repeating a 
layer of dough, butter, sugar, and 
nuts until all are used. Bake in 
hot oven, about 425 degrees Fah- 
When done take out and 
let cool. Then pour the honey over 
the cake, allowing the honey to run 
down carelessly around the edges.

Appetite Stimulated By Eye 
Appeal of Chewy 
Foods. 


Textures in foods are very im- 
portant from the standpoint of ap- 
petite. Consideration of texture 
is one of the important points in 


food preparation and menu build- 
ing. Too much soft, mushy food 
will cut down the appetite because 
it does not appeal to the eye. 

Everyone likes something that 
“he can get his teeth into” and 
chewy foods that are crisp as 
well prove most pleasing. Cookies, 
candies and desserts and even 
cakes of this kind have a universal 
appeal. 

Chewy Cinnamon Buns. 

Three cups flour 

Two tablespoons sugar 

Six teaspoons baking powder 

One teaspoon salt 

Four tablespoons shortening 

One egg 
- Three-fourths cup cold water 

Butter 

Two-thirds cup currants 

Brown sugar 

Cinnamon 

One-half cup dark syrup 

Sift flour, sugar, baking powder 
and salt together; cut in shorten- 
ing. Beat egg slightly in measuring 
cup and add water. Mix liquid 
with dry ingredients to make a soft 
dough. Turn out dough on floured 
board and knead lightly to smooth 
the dough. Roll three-eighths inch 
thick. Spread with melted butter, 
cover with fruit; sprinkle with 
brown sugar and cinnamon. Roll 
up dough like jelly roll and cut off 
pieces two inches thick, Melt four 
tablespoons butter in heavy skillet; 
add syrup. Place buns, cut side 
up, in the pan. Bake in moderate 
oven (350 to 375 degrees Fahren- 
hidt) about 35 minutes or until 
buns are done. Invert skillet and 
turn out cinnamon buns immediate- 
ly. Serve with sticky side up. 

Date and Nut Bars, 

Three-fourths cup flour 

One-half teaspoon baking powder 

One-half teaspoon salt 

Two eggs 

One cup brown sugar 

One-half cup chopped nut meats 

One-half package dates, sliced 

Mix and sift baking powder, salt, 
and flour. Mix dates and nuts 
through flour with finger tips. Beat 
eggs until light; beat in the sugar 
gradually. Stir in dry ingredients, 
nuts and dates. Spread the mix- 
ture evenly over oiled shallow pan. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees) for 30 minutes, or until sur- 
face will spring back when pressed 
lightly with the forefinger. When 
cool, cut into strips four inches long 
by one inch wide. 

Banana Bran Muffins, 

One cup sifted flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt, 

Three-fourths teaspoon soda. 

Two tablespoons shortening. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

One egg, well beaten, 

One cup bran. 

Two tablespoons buttermilk. 

Two cups thinly-sliced banana (2 
to 3 bananas). 

Mix and sift together the flour, 
salt and soda. Cream shortening, 
add sugar gradually and cream 
well, Add egg, bran and sour milk. 
Mix and let stand while slicing 
banana. Add banana and mix well. 
Add sifted dry ingredients, stirring 
only enough to dampen all. the 
flour. Bake in well-greased muffin 
tins in moderately hot oven (375 
degrees) for 30 to 35 #minutes. 
Makes six large or 12 small muf- 
fins, 

Popcorn Balls. 

Five quarts popped corn. 

Two cups sugar. 

One and one-half cups water. 

One-half cup white syrup. 

One-half teaspoon salt, 

One-half teaspoon vinegar, 

One tablespoon vanilla. 

Boil sugar, water and syrup to- 
gether until syrup forms a medium 
hard ball in cold water or syrup 
registers 260 degrees F. Add salt 
and vinegar and cook until syrup 
forms a hard ball in cold water, or 
264 degrees F. Add vanilla extract 
and stir very little. Sort popped 
corn to remove unpopped or burned 
kernels and put in deep pan; pour 


One-fourth teaspoon salt 

Three-fourths teaspoon cream of 
tartar 

One-half teaspoon cloves 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon 

One-half teaspoon nutmeg 

Sift the sugar once. Sift the 
flour once before measuring. Add 
the spices and one-half cup of sugar 
to the flour, sifting this mixture 
three times. Beat the egg whites 
(which should be at room tempera- 
ture) until just foamy. Add the 
salt and cream of tartar and con- 
tinue beating until the whites are 
stiff enough to hang in an inverted 
bowl without flowing, but not until 
dry and lusterless. Gradually add 
the remaining three-fourths cup of 
sugar, beating constantly with the 
beater. Discarding the beater, care- 
fully fold in the flour, sugar and 
spice mixture, adding it. a little at 
a time. After all is in, continue 
folding for one minute. Pour the 
batter into an ungreased pan, tilt- 
ing the pan so that the batter will 
be evenly distributed. Bake in a 
moderately slow oven (325 degrees 
F’.) 55 to 60 minutes, 


Fresh Mint for Sauce. 

Mint can be grown from roots 
or cuttings and thrives well in a 
shady corner of the garden or in a 
pot in the kitchen. Muint leaves 


Two cups flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Four tablespoons shortening. 

One egg. 

One-half cup milk. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der and salt. Add shortening, mix- 
ing in well with fork. Beat egg 
slightly in measuring cup; add milk 
to make three-fourths of a cup; add 
to first mixture. Roll out about one- 
half inch thick. Cut with floured 
biscuit cutter. Place on greased pan. 
Bake in hot oven at 475 degrees 
Fahrenheit, about 12 minutes, Makes 
16 biscuits, or one large shortcake.

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COOKIES PLAY PART 
IN SUMMER PARTIES 


Most of Them Can~Be Stored 
and Retain Freshness 
for Long Time. 


As the season advances and after- 
noon tea is replaced by iced drinks, 
the need for cookies becomes rather 
acute. Cookies are a hot weather 
sweet, more or less. Most kinds can 
be stored and retain théir freshness 
for a long time. Fruit cookies are 
specially good becausethey retain 
their moist goodness for a long 
time. 

For those tall iced drinks that 
go so well with an afternoon of con- 
versation, wafers are usually the 
thing, though many hostesses pre- 
fer the cookie that is full of tasty 
surprises. Fancy shapes too should 
be considered, what with all the 
gadgets on the market for turning 
them out if you don’t like the chore 
of rolling and cutting them: out 
with fancy cutters. 

The shorter cookie doughs may 
be stored in the icebox and sliced 
and baked as needed. 

Party Refrigerator Cakes. 

One cup sugar 

Three-fourths cup melted butter 

Two eggs 

One-fourth teaspoon each vanilla 
and almond extract 

Three and a half cups flour 

One-half teaspoon soda 

One cup rice flakes, measured and

Cream together the butter and 
sugar, add the eggs well beaten, 
then the flavoring.

In- 
vert onto serving plate garnished 
with lettuce, whole ripe olives, and 
wedges of lemon. Top of salad may 
be decorated with sliced pimiento, 
mayonnaise or other suitable color 
combination.

For cream-of-tomato soup. the 
best results are obtained by apply- 
ing the thickened milk principle 
in reverse so to speak—that is, 
thicken the tomato juice and add 
it to the cold milk. Neutralizing 
the acid in the tomato juice by 
means of soda is another method 
sometimes used, but the soda in- 
jures the flavor and tends to de- 
stroy the vitamin content of the 
tomatoes. 

Curdling must be guarded against 
in making chocolate, which con- 
tains some acid, and in making rice 
pudding, especially if there are 
raisins in the pudding. In either 
case, cook at the lowest possible 
temperature. 

Another effect of heating milk 
is the skin that forms on the sur- 
face of the milk and on the sides of 
the pan almost as soon as it is 
put over the fire. This skin is not 
attractive, but it should not be dis- 
carded because it contains im- 
portant foog values. The best way 
to prevent it is to stir the milk as 
it heats, or beat it afterward with 
an egg beater. Hot cocoa or choco- 
late, for example, is more inviting 
if well beaten before serving. 

When it comes to vegetable dishes 
containing milk and eggs, both 
curdling and another kind of pro- 
tein behavior — shrinkage and 
toughening—must be prevented. 
Again the milk is thickened. The 
basis of a vegetable or a fruit

cheese is such a concentrated food 
that we can not take much of it 
“straight.” Cooking with cheese, a 
milk product, involves the milk pro- 
teins and the cooking problems 
those proteins create. Cheese in 
fact, should not be really cooked, 
but merely heated enough to melt 
it. Overheating toughens and hard- 
ens cheese, and may cause a cheese 
mixture to “separate”’—as witness 
many a welsh rabbit. 

All the typical cheese dishes il- 
lustrate these principles. For mac- 
aroni and cheese, and all the vege- 
table. dishes with cheese, the rules 
are to make a white sauce, add 
grated cheese to this sauce, and 
heat the mixture only until the 
cheese is melted. Combine this 
sauce, now a cheese sauce, with 
cooked macaroni, cooked ice, 
cooked potatoes or other vegetable, 
to avoid cooking the cheeese again. 
Heat this mixture through, and, if 
an oven dish, brown it. But do not 
heat it longer than necessary for 
these purposes, else it will separate. 

In welsh rabbits, where cheese 
itself is the main ingredient, a dou- 
ble boiler or a chafing dish is need- 
ed to keep the heat low, and cook- 
ing should stop when Ahe cheese is 
melted and the ingredients well 
blended. When cheese is combined 
with eggs, in omelet, souffle or rab- 
bit, the rule of low temperature and 
short cooking time applies to all the 
proteins and with added emphasis.

WEDDING CAKE SHOULD BE

vanilla and three eggs, then beat 
thoroughly. Sift three cups flour 
(sifted once before measuring) with 
two and one-quarter teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, three-quarter teaspoon 
soda and three-quarter « teaspoon 
salt, then sift and fold into the 
mince meat mixture. Pour into one 
nine-inch tube cake pan and bake 
in a slow oven (325 degrees F.) for 
one and three-quarter hours. Frost 
prettily with a fluffy white frost- 
ing and place cake in the center 
of the table. Arrange a ring of del- 
icate greenery, smilax, ferns or oth- 
er leaves around the cake. Then 
here and there among the greenery 
scatter dainty stems of lilies-of-the- 
valley and white dogwood.

Seasoned travelers tell us that 
no nation under the sun takes as 
little pleasure in eating as does 
ours. They say that the humblest 
peasant round the world would 
scorn our daily fare and classify 
it as anemic food—lacking in all 
the robust zestfulness which makes 
eating a pleasure instead of a mere- 
ly nutritive act. 

The trouble with us American 
cooks is that we have become so 
obsessed with itamins and calo- 
ries and food values that we are 
in danger of losing the finer points 
of our art. In the effort to make 
our three meals a day conform to 
medical (and more often pseudo- 
medical) advice and dicta, we have 
gradually lost our perspective on 
food. 

Flavor Important. 

Sure as fate somebody is going 
to blame this state of things on 
the depression and the inability of 
many people to buy choice items 
but if we are honest we will admit 
that American cookery was on the 
wane even in the days when there 
was a chicken in every pot. No, it 
isn’t a matter of economics—it’s 
a matter of imagination. A piece 
of flank steak or the breast of 
lamb can be either a sop to hun- 
ger or an epicurian revel—and so 
can the king of foods, roast sir- 
loin of beef. It depends upon the 
cooking, and the cooking depends 
largely upon the skill with which 
seasonings and spices are used to 
bring out flavor and aroma. 

That, unfortunately, is where we 
Americans fall down. Few of us 
even salt properly, and as for pep- 
per, clove, nutmeg, mace and the 
many other spices and herbs that 
give piquancy to cheap or expen- 
sive cuts, to most of us they are 
names, and to some of us, unrec- 
ognized words. 

Humdrum Occurrence. 

No wonder that sitting down to 
a meal is in most of our homes a 
humdrum occurrence without an- 
ticipatory salvation. In no other 
department of living do we display 
such apathy of spirit as we do 
when the dinner gong rings. 

American women yield to no oth- 
ers in matters of smartness, style 
or charm, but until we have learned 
the art of seasoning food—meats, 
vegetables, puddings, cakes and 
pies—we will not be able to claim 
the culinary crown, nor that more 
satisfying reward, the well fed ap- 
proval of our men-folk who now 
hint that our meals aren’t like 
those that mother used to make.

The structure of the surface of 
teeth is an important factor in den- 
tal caries. “In general,” wrote Mrs. 
Mellanby, “the rougher the surface 
enamel and the more interglobular 
spaces in the dentine, the greater 
the liability of the tooth to become 
carious.” 

The structure of teeth must 
necessarily depend upon the min- 
erals Of which they are formed. 
These are largely calcium and 
phosphorus... But it depends also 
on the utilization of these minerals 
by the cells of the tooth to build a 
strong structure. 

Calcium and phosphorus supply 
is dependent on the diet, and their 
utilization depends upon the pres- 
ence of Vitamin D, also obtainable 
in the diet. Vitamin D can, of 
course, be formed by the body itself 
by the action of sunshine. The 
parathyroid glands also play a part. 

Calcium, phosphorus and Vitamin 
D are most easily obtained in 
Vitamin D or irradiated milk. 

The study of isolated communi- 
ties of mankind, where good teeth 
are the rule, tends to confirm this 
belief in the importance of the 
dietary factor in tooth health. The 
inhabitants of the Western Heb- 
rides in Scotland are distinguished 
by their fine teeth.

And Wisdom 


Dr. Johnson “hadn't a spark of 

‘cleverality’ in him.” She coined 
the word, but it did not stick. It 
was not needed, and beside it was 
too clumsy by far. 

No, Johnson lacked entirely the 
pose, parade and  pretentiousneses 
which go to make up cleverness. 
He was too straightforward, too 
sincere, too downright honest—too 
wise to be clever. 

In the same way, Von Hugel de- 
scribed Darwin as humble, self- 
diffedent, with a grand sense of 
truth, “without a touch of clever- 
ness.” That, or something like it, 
is the secret of real greatness. 

“Cleverness is so common,” Sir 
James Barrie said the other day. 
He might have added that it is 
cheap and shallow. It skates on 
the surface and makes a show with- 
out much substance. 

It needs no wisdom to make a 
wise-crack—only a certain agility 
of mind and facility of phrase. In- 
deed, if a man is really wise his 
wisdom does not crack—it is too 
solid and well-based. 

Cleverness is the curse of our 
generation. Chesterton and Ber- 
nard Shaw are examples. Both are 
gifted and useful men but marred 
by a self-conscious brilliance terri- 
bly boring at times, 

Of course, it is the cleverness of 
genius, and that is always worth 
listening to. But popping para- 
doxes are tedious and saying old 
things backwards, wrong. end to, 
is not very smart. s 

Shaw takes the old saying, “Too 
good to be true,” turns it round 
and makes it say, “Too true to be 
good.” Standing on its head, it 
does have a point and the added 
cynical sting so relished today.
